by Manager P. O. Goodwin of the Con- 
ncllsville Steam L.iundr^- Company.

throughout the State will be throw* 
out of employment and that the pub- 
lic will feel the effects ot the enforce- 
ment of the law through an increase 
in c ha rates. 
"When girls ore taken into our em- 


ploy," he paid, "they are usually plac- 
ed in the mangiing" and family wash- 
ing departments and are paid 
$5 a 


week while learning. No skilled labor 
Is cmploved in these departments and 
the wages we pay a beginner enable 
us to male a low rate for family -wash- 
ing. The minimum wage bill would 
require that this rate be increased 
fully 50 per cent., whtcb. would mean 
that there would be a great decrease 
in the amount of family washing1 don,e 
in laundries and the girls who are now- 
hired to do it would have to 
look 


elsewhere for employment. 


"After these girls are in the family 


•washing and sorting departments for 
a time, we gradually raise their wages, 
and when they are reidy to graduate 
into the higher class of work, they re- 
ceive much better pay. 
Here again, 


though, the reduction in hours of em- 
ployment -would necessitate 
a 
tre- 


mendous increase in expenses. 
Our 


girls here work nine and 10 hours a 
day. or until the work is out, but to 
make up for these hours, we give 
the pi Saturday afternoon off with pay. 
Tf a minimum wa^e *o"£ SS a week is 
established and eight hours are term- 
ed a working d.iy. it will be absolutely 
necessary for us to cut the wages of 
our higher priced operatives or great- 
ly increase prices, and when we do 
this there will be trouble. 
For my- 


self, I do not think it right that the 
wages of these employes, who are 
ofc more than ordinary skill, should 
be no lower than they are now." 


Mr. Goodwin called attention to the 


fact that in Pitt^burg the 
laundry- 


men have raised the rice of laundry- 
ing collars from two and one-half to 
three cents, owing to the increased 
cost of supplies.
